In the event the ordinance passes, and 
that is not unlikely, two motorcycle 
patrolmen will be appointed by 
the 


county who will be constantly on the 
lookout for traffic-law violators. 


"The ordinance is a copy of the state 


law word for. word und by passing it 
the county will get the fines instead of j 
the state," explained District Attorney j 
Sauthoff, who. prepared the measure. ' 
"There will be created a fund which 
is to be devoted to the hiring of two 
patrolmen to patrol the county and 
state trunk line roads. 
Last summer 


we collected in fines for reckless driv- 
ng on country roads about $400 and 
this amount can be doubled or trebled 
if you pass thin ordinance."

The Chicago Tribune furnishes the readers of 
its financial columns with an insight into the oil situation, and 
indicates who the enthusiasts were and why. Their version of 
the situation follows: 


Garfield vs. Requa 


Eastern' observers arc noting that the appoint- 


ment of Mark L. Requa as oil administrator was fol- 
lowed by some enthusiasm in the oil industry, as indi- 
cated by advances in oil stocks. 


In the case of the coal industry there was a de- 


pression following the appointment of Dr. Garfield as 
fuel administrator.

The difference in the two situations arises from 


the matter of policy. Under Mr. Requa there was no 
talk of price fixing and it was thought that increase in 
production would be encouraged. 
Owners of oil stocks may take what comfort they can get 


iout of that. Likewise the millions of users of gasoline, kero- 
B«ne and other oils will continue to pay whatever our oil barons 
Me fit to ask. 


The U. S. Government owns oil lands throughout western 


states, which contain an almost unlimited supply of oil. This 
resource is now being sought by the oil interests, so that the 
only remaining source of supply may be bottled up. The senate 
has passed a bill, which hands it over to them on their own kind 
of a platter. The House of Representatives does not appear to 
b« quite so willing to let go. 


Somebody may yet rise with the thoughtful suggestion that 


these billions of wealth be used for the benefit of the people.

WAS SUMMARY 


Dissatisfied with the progress of the peace negotia- 


tions and Prussian electoral reform, Germany's workmen 
have brought about serious strikes in Berlin and other parts 
of the empire. 
The German government has begun re^ 


pressive measures and has ordered the arrest of tne. six 
leaders of the Independent Socialist party, while at Kiel 
the leaders of the obdurate -workmen have been sent into 
t h e army.

In Berlin and its suburbs 90,000 workers were not at 


their tasks Monday, seriously hampering the electric works 
and airplane factories about the capital.' 
Strikes in the 


great manufacturing district along the Rhine and in West- 
phalia also are reported. The: steel making; district of Es- 
sen has been affected and at Kiel workers in torpedo factor- . 
ies and in dockyards have been out since Friday. 


Meetings in the industrial centers have been, prohibited. 


The strike agitation has been fostered by the -Independent 
Socialists and not by trade unions. The authorities are said 
.to have imprisoned Adolph Hoffman, editor of Vorwaerts, 
the Socialist organ, and Independent 'Socialist leader in the 
Prussian Diet. 


The strike movement is said to be directed against the 


delay in passing the Prussian reform bill and the annex- 
ationist propaganda conducted by the Fatherland party, 
which has assailed bitterly the conduct of the German emis- 
saries at Brest-Litovsk. 


In Finland the revolutionists have set up a govern- 


ment of their own. Late reports are to the effect that the 
fighting has lessened in. intensity with the revolutionists 
in control in the south and the government forces victorious 
in the north. Swedish subjects in Finland are endangered 
by the revolt and one report is to the effect that Swedish 
troops already have entered Finland to aid the-government 
and the senate. 


Italy's successful smash against the invaders in the 


Asiago region has been the only important military event. 
The Austrians, defeated in their first counter attacks, have 
not yet attacked the new Italian positions in great force. 
The-Italian's have made secure their gains east of Aisago, 
in the capture of which they took more than 1,500 prisoners. 


On the western front the British have repulsed an at- 


tempted raid near Arras and the French checked a German 
raiding party in Alsace, taking prisoners. 


The armed British escort vessel Mechanician and the 


British torpedo gunboat Hazard have been lost in the Eng- 
lish channel. The Mechanician was torpedoed and stranded 
on Jan. 20 with the loss of 13 men. A collision caused the 
sinking of the Hazard on Monday. Three, lives were lost. 


German airmen raided England Tuesday night, but 


were unable to break through the London defenses, early 
reports said. Bombs were reported to have been dropped 
onthe outskirts.of the city. -Theraid, like throne Monday 
night which caused 47 deaths, continued for several hours.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 30.—In- 


stead of curtailing tho use of motor 
vehicles as has been necessary in Eng- 
land and Franco to conserve gasoline 
for military uses, American car and 
truck owners will be doing their coun- 
try & service by using their machines 
to the fullest extent for tho relief of 
passenger, freight and express traffic 
on the railroads in the>United States, 
according to the petroleum war serv- 
ice committee of the council of nation- 
al defense. 


The gasoline situation, which threat- 


ened last summer to result in shortage 
has changed radically. Gasoline econ- 
omy due to the campaign recently en- 
couraged by the United States bureau 
of mines, the drilling of new oil wells, 
increased production of gasoline by the 
"cracking process," • decreased use ' of 
automobiles 
during 
severe 
winter 


weather and lack of shipping facilities 
for export to Europe have combined 
to cjiuse consumption to fall below pro- 
duction. The reserve supply accumu- 
lating will tax'storage facilities to the 
utmost before the winter is over. 


A statement issued by the petroleum 


war service committee indicates that 
it is desirable to use etxsoline for 
newer purposes -to insure continuous 
und ample production of fuel oil for 
the navy. Gasoline is in tho nature of 
n by-product of fuel oil, which is used 
also in merchant ships, munitions fac- 
tories and other industrial plant?. 


Storage Tanks Scarce 


As gasoline can rot be stored in 


largo quantities because of lack -of 
storage facilities and inability to build 
additional storage tanks at this time, 
nnd as it is impossible to ship more 
gasoline abroad than is now being for- 
warded to Europe, it is evident that in 
the present cdftl shortage and railroad 
congestion, 
every 
effort 
should 
-be 


made to utilize motor trucks and pns- 
sengrer automobiles for "hauling mer- 
chandise and carrying passengers on 
utilitarian errands. 


'The gasoline situation in this coun- 


try is not to be compared with that in 
Europe. England and France arc al- 
most entirely dependent upon imports 
of petroleum products and the ability 
to import; is limited by lock of ships. 
It is for this reason that the use of 
motor cars for private use has had to 
be suspended except for the most 
urgent requirements. America, on the 
contrary, is the world's largest oil pro- 
ducing country and is' unable to ex- 
port more than one-quarter of its gas- 
oline production. To the extent that 
gasoline, kerosene and fuel oil are used 
for power purposes the supply of coal 
is conserved.

"For 
many years farmers have no- 


ticed <black, horn-like, bodies growing 
on rye heads in place of some of the 
kernels," says the pamphlet. 
"These 


are ergot bodies, 
a fungous growth 


commonly known simply as ergot. The 
black hornlike bodies may replace one 
or several kernels in the rye heads. 


Clean It Out 


"In threshing; ergot comes out with 


the grain. 
It not only cuts down the 


yield, in proportion to its abundance, 
but it is objectionable both iti 'seed 
and for feeding or milling*' purposes. 


"These ergot bodies in the rye seed 


carry over. 4he infection • front 
and. 


milling purposes .ergot" is dangerous. 


The ergot bodies are about the size 
of, or larger than, rye kernels. 
The 


larger ones may be screened or blown 
out by use. of a fanning-mill but, the 
smaller ones cannot all be taken care 
of in this way. 
Therefore, a special 


process is necessary. 


Easy To Separate 


"The ergot 
bodies 
nre 
a 
little 


'lighter than the sound rye kernels 
and this difference in weight is inade 
use of in their separation. 
All rye 


intended for treatment should first be 
run through a good fanning mill. This 
removes the dirt, some of the shrivel- 
ed nnd broken grains and the larger 
ergot bodies. Experiments hnve shown 
thut the remaining ergot may then be 
removed by passing the infested grain 
through a salt brine solution. 


"Ergot does not usually live over 


winter in dry grain in storage, so that 
old seed is practically safe to sow 
without treatment. 
If it is 
wanted 


for feed or milling, however, the ergot 
fhould be removed. 


In Wild Grosses 


"Ergot also Occurs on a number of 


wild grasses, such 
as quack 
grass. 


Therefore, in 
field'operations, 
these 


grasses should 
be mowed down ur 


otherwise kept from 
seeding around 


fence corners and waste places to pre- 
vent the disease spreading to rye. In- 
fection takes place while the rye is 
in blossom or' shortly afterward. 


"Since many ergot bodies drop from 


the rye heads in the fields it is ad- 
visable, because 
of the 
danger of 


infection, to avoid planting such fields 
to rye the following season. 
Wheat 


end barley are but slightly attacked 
and other crops not at all. 
A rota- 


tion of two or more years will help 
to control ergot." ,
